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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  1967 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Seaton  Valley  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr«  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  public  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  during-  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1967, 

The  main  feature  of  the  district  during  the  year  has  been  the  change 
in  the  appearance  of  the  area  following  the  close  down  of  the  collieries. 
Demolition  of  the  old  colliery  terraces  has  been  proceeded  with  and  the 
tenants  re-housed  in  new  Council  property.  In  addition,  new  factories 
have  been  built  and  new  industries  have  moved  into  the  area. 

The  population  has  risen  once  again  during  the  year  to  a  total  of 
28,410  (from  27,730  in  the  preceding  year)  This  increase  in  population 
is  expected  to  accelerate  with  the  development  of  Cramlington  New  Town, 

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  births  which  totalled  444 

(439  in  the  year  preceding) .  The  infantile  mortality  remained  about 

the  same  and  the  vital  statistics  were  about  the  same  as  the  national  average. 

The  main  cause  of  death  was  cardio-vascular  disease,  coronary  thrombosis 
accounting  for  85  deaths  -  40  of  these  being  in  females.  The  proportion 
of  female  deaths  from  this  disease  is  higher  than  in  previous  years. 

Vascular  disease  of  the  nervous  system  (strokes)  caused  50  deaths,  which 
is  a  significant  increase  on  last  year  when  only  30  deaths  occurred  from 
this  cause.  Cancer  was  the  second  commonest  cause  of  death  and  the 
number  of  deaths  from  lung  cancer  rose  from  9  to  16,  12  of  these  being 
males  and  4  females.  In  the  preceding  year  all  the  deaths  were  in  males. 

I  would  repeat  my  previous  warnings  that  there  is  a  definite  association 
between  cancer  of  the  lung  and  excessive  cigarette  smoking,  and  it  may  be 
that  the  popularity  of  cigarette  smoking  among  females  over  the  past  few 
years  is  now  beginning  to  affect  the  statistics.  There  were  no  maternal 
deaths  in  association  with  childbirth,  and  only  one  death  from 
tuberculosis,  this  being  in  a  person  over  the  age  of  65, 

The  drop  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease 
continues,  and  in  the  present  year  only  147  were  notified  compared  with 
229  in  the  year  previously.  Most  of  the  diseases  notified  were  measles 
(130)  and  it  is  anticipated  that  these  numbers  will  decline  as  the  measles 
vaccination  campaign  is  proceeded  with  in  the  next  few  years.  There  were 
no  cases  of  any  of  the  severe  infectious  diseases  such  as  typhoid, 
paratyphoid,  smallpox,  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria.  Immunisation  against 
poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  continues  to  be 
given  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  it  is  important  that  mothers  see 
that  their  children  are  immunised  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  any  of 
these  illnesses  in  the  community. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  have  again  spent  much  time  during  the 
year  in  housing  inspections  and  surveys  in  an  endeavour  to  get  rid  of  the 
remaining  sub-standard  properties  in  the  area,  and  slum  clearance  work 
has  continued,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  more  consideration  is  now 
being  given  to  the  special  housing  needs  of  physically  handicapped  persons. 

For  several  years  the  Council’s  Architect,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Handicapped  Persons  Section  of  the  County  Council,  has  carried  out  special 
modifications  to  houses  for  the  benefit  of  the  handicapped.  These 
adaptations  included  the  provision  of  ramps  for  wheel-chairs  and  the 
installation  of  downstairs  toilets  as  well  as  adaptations  to  bathrooms  and 
kitchens.  The  Council  have  now  decided  to  go  ahead  with  a  schem.e  for 
building  special  bungalows  incorporating  all  necessary  modifications  for 
paraplegic  and  other  physically  handicapped  people.  These  houses  will 
be  built  in  various  parts  of  the  district  and  I  feel  sure  will  enable  many 
handicapped  people  to  lead  a  fuller  life.  The  Voluntary  Committee  for 
Physically  Handicapped  Persons,  which  was  formed  two  years  ago,  has  expanded 
considerably  and  is  now  doing  extremely  good  work  in  arranging  club  nights 
and  outings  for  people  confined  to  wheel -chairs  who  previously  had  very 
little  opportunity  for  social  enjoyment. 
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In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  and 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  in  all  measures 
aimed  at  improving-  the  public  health  of  the  community,  and  I  would  also 
like  to  thank  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  loyal  co-operation  during  the  year:,
